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nrtiE Urchin lay quietly at 
■■■ anchor just a few miles off 
Martinique. The sea was like 
a piece of rose glass and a leap- 
ing fish was easily visible two 
hundred yards off. The gulls 
bed gone beck to land for their 
sleep. Their cries carried out to 
the ship occasionally. 

Perry Scott lazed on the 
deck, looking inquisitively at 
Ml Pelee, that ancient dame 
who bad erupted early in the 
20th century and wiped out 
thousands of people. Scott was 
here to study Mt. Pelee, for 
the United States government 
He had studied other volcanoes, 
lots of them, in many different 
countries. He fell to thinking 
about volcanoes -in general and 
the fallacies current about them. 

Many people think of vol- 
canoes as mountains which 
belch out fire and smoke. Actu- 
ally volcanoes are not always 
mountains and never give off 
fire and smoke. 

The supposed smoke is con- 
densed steam and other gases 
carrying fine particles of dust; 
the supposed fire is the reflec- 
tion of glowing lava from 
clouds overhead. 

The essential feature of a vol- 
cano is an opening in the earth's 
surface, called a conduit or vol- 
canic pipe, through which hot 
liquid rock, solid rock frag- 
ments, and various gases are 
thrown out from the earth's in- 
terior, True, most volcanoes do 
build up steep conical moun- 
tains with the opening or crater 
at the top. These range from 
small cones hardly larger than 
a beehive to some of the world's 
loftiest mountains. 

Mt Cotopaxi in Ecuador is 
the world's highest active vol- 
cano, 19,600 feet in altitude. 
However, the volcanoes of the 
Hawaiian Islands, though but 
14,000 feet above the sea, rise 
30,000 feet from the floor of 
the Pacific Ocean. 



Today the world has about 
430 active volcanoes, but sev- 
eral thousands more are dor- 
mant or but recently extinct. A 
great belt or chain of volcanoes 
surrounds the Pacific Ocean 
along the west coasts of North 
America and South America, 
the Aleutian Islands, Japan, the 
Philippines, the South Sea 
Islands and New Zealand 

Another belt runs from Cen- 
tral America through the West 
Indies, across the Atlantic, the 
Mediterranean region, and Asia 
Minor to the East Indies. Very 
few volcanoes occur outside 
these belts with the notable ex- 
ception of certain localities of 
Iceland, East Africa, and the 
Central Pacific. 

In our own Cascade Range, 
such peaks as Mounts Baker, 
Rainier, Hood and Shasta are 
recently extinct volcanoes. Las- 
sen Peak in northern California 
is the only historically active 
volcano in the United States. 
Many mild explosions of dust- 
laden steam occurred at Lassen 
from 1914-1917 and were in- 
terpreted as .the final spasms of 
an old and exhausted volcano. 

Volcanoes of the mildest 
phase quietly discharge large 
quantities of very liquid lava 
and gases, usually without ex- 
plosive violence. The great vol- 
canoes of Hawaii, Mauna Loa 
and Kilauea, belong in this 
group. 

Kilauea contains the famous 
"fire pit" in which a lava lake 
bubbled and fountained almost 
continuously until 1924. The 
magnificent lava eruptions of 
Mauna Loa are emitted as 
fountains of white-hot molten 
lava hundreds of feet high and 
flow down the mountains more 
gracefully than water and with 
the speed of a torrent. 

The volcanoes of Iceland are 
characterized by quiet fissure 
eruptions. Lava wells out of 



cracks in the earth's surtace and 
flows off on both sides as a thin 
sheet without building up a 
conical mountain. Lava floods 
of this kind in the past formed 
the plateaus of Yellowstone 
Park and the Snake and Colum- 
bia River country of Idaho, 
Washington and Oregon — near- 
ly 100,000 square miles of lava 
beds. 4 

The volcano Stromboli in the 
Mediterranean Sea has been in 
continuous eruption since the 
beginning of the recorded hu- 
man history with mild explo- 
sions every 10 or 15 minutes. 
Semi-fluid lava is thrown into 
the air only to fall back into 
the crater. Dust clouds ascend 
with each explosion like the 
smoke puffs of a gigantic loco- 
motive. 

In volcanoes of the interme- 
diate phase, long periods of 
mild activity or even complete 
quiet are terminated by par- 
oxismal explosions and large 
flows of lava, Vesuvius is the 
best example of this type, 

Following a tremendous erup. 
tion in 1872, Vesuvius was re- 
latively quiet for 12 years. Then 
it became mildly active with the 
discharge of numerous lava 
flows until 1905, 

At that time Vesuvius bad 
built its cone upward to a max- 
imum height leaving only a very 
small crater opening The throat 
of the opening was therefore 
■ choked and gases accumulated 
great power beneath the moun- 
tain. Finally this became so 
great that the gases expanded 
upwards clearing out the throat 
or conduit of the volcano with 
tremendous violence in the 
grand eruption of April, 1906. 

The first stage of this erup- 
tion, lasting four days, was the 
rapid pouring out of lava liquid 
as the volcanic pipe was 
emptied. The second stage the- 
began with a continuous vertic 



al blast or blowoff of the com. 
pressed eases forming a gigan- 
tic cauliflower cloud eight miles 
high. The final, or dark ash 
phase consisted of the milder 
emission of gas clouds loaded 
with dust and solid fragments* 
from the collapsing crater walls. 

The gases given off by Vesu- 
vius and other volcanoes are 
principally steam, carbon diox- 
ide, and compounds of sulphur, 
nitrogen, hydrogen and chlo- 
rine. Following this eruption, 
Vesuvius was inactive until 
1913 when lava again appeared 
in the crater. 

From 1913 to the present 
time the volcano has been con- 
tinuously active with several 
mild eruptions and lava flows. 
Another catastrophe is due in 
the next few years. 

Volcanoes of the third and 
most violent phase of activity 
have eruptions of devastating 
violence, though for short dura- 
tion, separated by long intervals 
of quiet or inactivity. Katmai 
in Alaska, Krakatoa in the East 
Indies, and Pelee in the West 
Indies are the most famous of 
this group. 

The most stupendous volcan- 
ic explosion of recent times 
took place at the island of Kra- 
katoa in 1'883. The greater part 
of the island was blown away 
and a submarine hollow formed. 

The amount of material lost 
is estimated at 4 l /j cubic miles. 
Dust was blown 20 miles high 
and completely surrounded the 
earth, the sound of the explosion 
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was heard over 2000 miles away 
and a 100 foot sea wave was 
produced which was noted 
5,000 miles away. 

Katmai exploded practically 
without warning in 1912 and a 
crater pit two miles in diameter 
was formed where the mountain 
had stood. This explosion was 
heard 750 miles away and dust 
fell at Vancouver, B. C, 1,300 
miles away. 

Mt. Pelee in Martinique is 
characterized by another type 
of explosive eruption. White- 
hot clouds of glowing gas and 
solid particles are shot lateral- 
ly out of the crater and rush 
down the mountainside at a 
mile-a-minute speed. In 1902 
such an incandescent cloud 
swept down Pelee upon the city 
of St. Pierre. The houses were 
levelled and ablaze in a mo- 
ment, and 30,000 people wiped 
out of existence. 

In New York State the re- 
mains of a small, long extinct 
volcano, millions of years old, 
exists at Stark's Knob near 
Schuylerville. This hill is com- 
posed of lava and is presumably 
the filling of a much eroded vol- 
canic pipe or conduit 

The Earth was formerly 
thought to have a hot, liquid 
interior. Volcanoes were then 
explained as out-pourings of 
this liquid interior on the sur- 
face. 

The study of earthquake 
waves now proves that the 
earth's interior is not liquid. 
The interior is very hot, how- 



ever, due in large part to the 
spontaneous breaking down of 
radioactive elements. 

The heat- becomes great 
enough in local areas to cause 
the melting of solid rocks, form- 
ing large chambers of molten 
lava usually five to 25 miles 
below the earth's surface. This 
molten material rises toward 
the surface along cracks and 
. weak zones, dissolving and 
fusing its way. 

If the liquid rock reaches the 
surface before it freezes, a vol- 
cano is formed. Surface water 
often percolates down into the 
earth's crust and comes in con- 
tact with hot liquid lava cham- 
bers. The consequent sudden 
formation of steam gives rise to 
the more violent volcanic ex- 
plosions. 

A volcano usually remains 
continuously or intermittently 
active until its lava chamber 
again solidifies. 

Within the span of human 
history several new volcanoes 
have been born, for example. 
Jorullo in Mexico, and more 
recently the one which gave the 
farmers so much trouble.* 

In recent years volcanic 
steam has been harnessed for 
electric power generation. The 
fumerole field of Tuscany, north 
of Rome, has been developed 
for the generation of 16,000 
horsepower which is transmit- 
ted 60 miles to Florence and 
other cities. Similar develop, 
ments are being considered in 
California and Java.
